Threat to Recreation 
Programs in State 


Bucks Borough* Anociation 
Heart Stale Educator Al 
Meeting Tuesday 


WASHINGTON CROSSING, Apr. 
29—"Economy moves” In the state 
legislature ar# thr#atenlng to stop 
the recreation programs which have 
been instrumental In preventing 
juvenile delinquency. A. W. Castle, 
chief of the division of extension 
education of the Penna. Department 
of Public Instruction, charged last 
night in an address before the 
Burks County Boroughs Associa­ 
tion. 
The Association met at Washing­ 
ton Crossing Inn to hear Castle’s 
talk on "Recreation, playgrounds, 
and the prevention of juvenile de- 
linouency.” 
"Tell your senators and repre­ 
sentatives to vote against anything 
that would strike agslnts the rec­ 
reation program," Castle said to the 
borough officials. He also urged 
(them to support State Senate bills 
400 and 401. which would restore 
mandatory payment from public 
school funds to provide extension 
high school classes tor working 
boys and girls. 
v 
Referring to bls experience with 
juvenile courts, reformatories and 
penitentiaries 
in 
Penna., Castle 
said: "It’s been a long, uphill, hard 
drag to do something for the chil­ 
dren of Penna. 
"The first policy governing pub­ 
lic administration is equitable dis­ 
tribution of free public service," he 
said. "We have been driving for 
high school education for the un­ 
derprivileged children.” 
He asked that high school courses 
be provided for the 450,000 "teen­ 
age breadwinners.” 
"I battled 16 years to get the 
law.” the speaker said. "In 1951 
the mandatory extension provision 
wa* wiped out. It was an outrage.” 
Citing the 210 large evening 
schools In cities and large bor­ 
ough* of the alate, Castle said. "A 
boy in a township bas a right to 
share In the same free* public edu­ 
c t VIL DEFENSE COURSES 
The Pennsylvania Civil Defense 
Training Center at Ogonts has an 
noonced two warden courses, one 
scheduled tor May 16 and 17 and rn 
second one for June 20 and 21.
